Throughout 
his career Eden 
has pursued a policy of close as­ 
sociation with the United States 
—and of peace through strength. 
AT 41 EDEN WALKED out of 
the job as foreign secretary Feb. * 
20. 1938 in protest against Prime 
M inister 
Neville Cham berlain s 
policy of appeasing Hitler. 
The gesture moved the more 
experienced Churchill, §w ho had 
bern shouting warnings against 
H itler’s rise to power from a 
hack 
bench 
in 
the 
House of 
Commons. 
He adopted Edon as 
' his political protege with this 
stirring tribute—"he seemed to 
me at this moment to embody 
the life-hope of the British na­ 
tion.” 
The Churchill-Eden prophecies 
proved too true to a nation slow 
to heed their warnings. 
BRITAIN TURNED to them 
in grave peril and together— 
Churchill as prime m inister and 
Eden 
once 
again 
as 
foreign 


secretary—they led the empire . 
to victory alongside its allies in 
World W ar II. 
The team has rem ained—with 
Eden at the age of 57 inheriting 
the m antle of his 80-year-old 
mentor. 
The story of that latrful 1938 
night the Churchill-Eden part- j 
nership was born was told by 
"the old m an” IO years later in 
his w ar memoirs: 
" . . . Late in the night of 
Feb. 
20 a 
telephone 
message 
reached me as I sat in my old 
room at Chart well (as I often 
sit now ) that Eden had resigned. 
"I MUST CONFESS that my 
heart sank, and for a while the 
dark w aters of despair over­ 
whelmed me. . . . On this night 
of Feb. 20, 1938, and on this oc­ 
casion only, sleep deserted me. 
From midnight 'till dawn I lay 
in my bcd consumed by emotions 
of sorrow and fear. 
“There 
seemed 
one 
strong 
figuie standing up against long, 
dismal drawling tides of drift 
and surrender, of wrong m eas­ 
ures and feeble impulses . . . 
he seemed to me at this moment 
to embody the life-hope of the 
British nation. 
"I watched the daylight slow­ 
ly creep in through the windows, 
and saw before m r in mental 
gaze the vision of death.”

Cedric Blaker, Chairman of the Hongkong and 
Shanghai Bank, one of the leading financial in­ 
stitutions of the world, is an optimistic gentleman 
who hopes for the best. This bank has played a 
most significant role in the* development of the 
China trade—not only between China and Great 
Britain but between China and all the world. It 
used to be the fortress of stability in every treaty 
port of China and in all the cities of the Far Fast. 
Mr. Blaker hopes for an early settlement of 
the bank’s problems in China, “including the re­ 
patriation of its Shanghai manager.” Now, that 
is a point that defies optimism. The Shanghai 
manager may not leave; he is held as a hostage 
against the possibility of the hank withdrawing. 
Neither the bank nor any foreign firm is permit­ 
ted to leave or permitted to do business except 
such as the Communist government desires done 
and then under the tightest supervision. 
It is amusing to read this optimistic report 
because in order to see the bank s representative 
in Shanghai, a Hongkong and Shanghai Bank 
official accompanied the British trade mission to 
Peking in November. That was the only way that 
these bank officials could see each other. It sure 
requires a tremendous laith to say: “We now 
look hopel ully to China for a move.” Mr. Blaker’s 
optimism is so overpowering that he said: 
“The potentialities are as great as they have 
been for over IOO years, and would be still greater 
if political and ideological difficulties and sus­ 
picions could be swept away.”

AN EQUAL NUMBER — one 
every seven minutes, 75,000 for 
th e y ear—were probably saved 
because treatm ent did begin in 
time. (Th ere are now an esti­ 
mated 400,000 living Americans 
saved from cancer wh o h ave 
remained free of furth er sy mp­ 
toms at least five y ears.)

Th e situation now: Of every 
four persons stricken with can­ 
cer, two will die because science 
cannot y et cure th em, one will 
undergo treatm ent and survive, 
one will die wh o could h ave 
been saved—if treated in time.

But wh at are y our 
ch ances of being stricken with 
cancer? 
IRONICALLY, as m e d i c a l 
men learn to quell oth er, dis­ 
eases, y our ch ances of getting 
cancer increase.

Th e Ameri­ 
can Cancer Society th is y ear 
say s th ey are now one out of 
four. 
Here are a few of its esti­ 
mates, based on th e current sit­ 
uation: 
More th an 40 million Amer-

It isn’t merely a disease of old 
age, as many people still be­ 
lieve. H alf th e cancer death s 
are in people under 65 y ears of 
age.

Only Vi ay lo Stop Cancer: 
It s \OLR Responsibility 


By HAL ROYLE 
New York, (AP*—The most im­ 
mediate hope of reducing the 
cancer mortality doesn’t lie with 
science. It lies with you. 
"How 
can I 
cut 
down 
the 
death rate of cancer?” you ask. 
Simply by taking periodic tests 
to see if you have cancer. 
"But why should I go to all 
that trouble?” most people in­ 
quire. "If I had cancer, wouldn't 
I at least suspect it?” 
In 
many 
instances, yes; 
in 
many, no. Cancer has its warn­ 
ing signals, but often they are j 
masked. 
A 
thorough 
physical 
checkup, however, will usually 
disclose them. 
But are such physical exam i­ 
nations statistically worthwhile 
for people who have no real rea­ 
son to suspect they have cancer? 
The answer to that, of course. 
lies strictly with the individual. 
How’ important is it to him to 
be sure he is free of cancer? 


H E R E A R E A F E W figures 
from the American Cancer So­ 
ciety that might affect your own 
decision: 
There will be about a half a 
million new cases of carteer in 
the United States this year, and 
some 700,000 people w ill be un­ 
der treatment for cancer. 
During 
the 
year 
235,000 
Americans will die of cancer, or 
about one every two minutes. 
But—note this figure—every 
seven 
minutes 
last 
year 
an 
American died of cancer who 
might have been saved if prop­ 
erly treated in time. The esti­ 
mated needless deaths for 1954 
—75,000. 


AN EQUAL NUMBER — one 
every seven minutes. 75,000 for 
the year—were probably saved 
because treatm ent did begin in 
time. (There are now an esti­ 
mated 400,000 living Americans 
saved from cancer who have 
remained free of further symp­ 
toms at least five years.I 
* 
The situation now’: Of every 
four persons stricken with ca»- 
cer, two will die because science 
cannot yet cure them, one will 
undergo treatm ent and survive, 
one will die who could have 
been saved—if treated in time. 
Those are the bald inescap­ 
able odds. But what are your 
chances of being stricken with 
cancer? 


IRONICALLY, as m e d i c a l 
men learn to quell other, dis­ 
eases, your chances of getting 
cancer increase. They used to 
he one out of five. The Ameri­ 
can Cancer Society this year 
says they are now one out of 
four. 
Here a le a few of its esti­ 
mates, based on the current sit­ 
uation: 
More than 40 million Airier- 
•cans now’ living will develop 
cancer, 24 million will die of it. 
Cancer will strike in two of 
every three families. 
It isn’t m erely a disease of old 
age, as many people still be­ 
lieve. H alf the cancer deaths 
are in people under 65 years of 
age. Cancer kills more children 


between 3 and 15 years old than 
any other disease. 
There are about 250 cancer 
detection 
clinics 
in 
America 
where for a payment of around 
$20 you can find out in two 
hours 
whether 
you 
have 
any 
cancer symptoms. 
C A N C ER 
E X P E R T S 
would 
like to make every physician's 
office a cancer detection center. 
But many overworked doctors 
naturally are somewhat 
reluc­ 
tant to take the time to run. a 
person 
who 
looks 
and 
feels 
healthy through an exhaustive 
physical examination. They feel 
they should concentrate on pa­ 
tients who are obviously ill. 
The remorseless fact still re­ 
mains: Those alert to the danger 
of cancer, w ho discover it in 
time, are most likely to survive. 
One proof of this lies with 


I surgeons. They know the perils 
of overlooked cancer- and the 
result is that the death rate of 


cancer among surgeons is only 
66 per cent of that among the 
general population. 
The sam e thing is 
true of 
vvomen. Formerly, more women 
than men died of cancer. 
But 
women now are more aware of 
the menace of cancer, more w ill­ 
ing to face up to it and do 
something about it. 
This is probably the chief rea­ 
son that since 1949 fewer wom­ 
en than men have died of can­ 
cer. 
The biggest hope of cutting 
cancer deaths as of now—is you. 
What are you going to do about 
it?”

Within the all-wool field, wor­ 
steds were more likely to be los­ 
ing out at the department store 
than in the clothing stores, and 
in the south than in the west and 
north. 
In most regions depart­ 
ment stores were more likely to 
stock blends than were clothing 
stores. 
In all regions a big majority of 
merchants storking all-wool suits 
were pricing them from $50 up. 
Half of the stores priced blends 
in the same price range, with the 
south carrying the fewest suits 
at a lower price. 
In the no-wool 
field, most stores were pricing 
suits under $50, with western 
stores the most likely to carry 
suits of these fabrics at a higher 
price.
